In this connection, it was 
pointed out that captured foreign documents in the possession 

of the United States were "all over the lot" and little progress 
has been made in their translation, cataloging and photographing 
The Director said he believed this problem was a matter for aCH 
and asked that an appropriate paper be prepared which he might 
present at an early meeting, DD/I undertook to have 
Office of Operations, do this.
